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FOREWORD 


This publication introduces our proposed Capital Construc- 
tion Program for 1973-74. The program consists primarily of work 
to improve and augment the Provincial Highway System, including 
projects we are undertaking jointly with various urban municipalities, 
under Connecting Link Agreements or other cost-sharing arrange- 
ments. Proposed development in other transportation modes include 
new facilities for G.O. Transit and the Tobermory - South Baymouth 
and Kingston - Wolfe Island Ferry systems. The remote airstrip 
development program will continue. 


In Northern Ontario, the reconstruction of Highway 71 will 
continue. Reconstruction of Highway 11 easterly from Beardmore, 
and of Highway 129 northerly from Thessalon, will start. A contract 
will be awarded for the extension of the Manitou Road northerly to- 
wards Highway 17. 


Construction will start on the Sudbury South West Bypass, 
which was awarded late in 1972-73. Also at Sudbury, a contract will 
be awarded to redevelop Highway 541 from Lebel Street northerly to 
Garson. Further interim improvements on Highway 17 between 
Sudbury and Sault Ste. Marie willconsist of 5 additional passing lanes 
at critical locations. 


Major works in Southern Ontario continue to consist largely 
of Freeway developments, such as Highway 401 in and east of the 
Metropolitan Toronto area, Highways 416 and 417 in the Ottawa area, 
and the Queen Elizabeth Way between Hamilton and Fort Erie. Con- 
struction will start on the new Highway 402 alignment east of Sarnia. 


Work will continue on Urban Expressway projects, such as 
E. C. Row at Windsor and the Hanlon at Guelph, under cost-sharing 
arrangements with the concerned municipalities. The first contract 
will be awarded for the St. Thomas Expressway. 


The main body of the publication contains the details of many 
other construction projects, too numerous for mentionin a foreword. 
Regardless of number and individual magnitude, however, all the 
projects have a common basis, which is maximum fulfillment of 
provincial transportation needs relative to priorities and fiscal 
realism.

AIRSTRIP DEVELOPMENT - NORTHERN ONTARIO 


This item covers primarily the development of airstrips in re- 
mote areas of Northern Ontario. 


IMPROVED FERRY SERVICE 


This refers to projects undertaken to improve the Ferry Service 
between Tobermory and South Baymouth and between Kingston and 
Wolfe Island. The projects include dredging of the harbour areas, 
new or improved terminal and dock facilities and the design and con- 
struction of two new ferries. 


PRELIMINARY PROJECT WORK 


This category refers to such items as utility relocation and 
advance ordering of construction materials as well as other work that 
must be undertaken in advance of the contractor's operation. 


CONSTRUCTION AGREEMENTS 


This consists of work carried out on designated highway con- 
necting links through municipalities. The Ministry's contribution is: 
75% of the cost of the eligible items in cities and separated towns; 
90% of the cost of the eligible items in towns, villages and townships 
over 2500 population; and 100% of the cost of the eligible items in 
towns, villages and townships under 2500 population. 


CONSTRUCTION AGREEMENTS (SPECIAL) 


This refers to projects undertaken in urban municipalities on 
King's Highway Routes, which are not covered by Connecting Link 
Agreement. In these cases the municipality agrees to accept juris- 
diction of the route on condition that certain work is completed. 
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MISCELLANEOUS CONSTRUCTION 


This part of the financial summary includes many projects in 
which the Ministry is involved either as an owner or as an interested 
party. In many cases, the work is carried out by a municipality or 
other agency and a portion of the cost is paid by the Ministry. Also 
included under this part are such items as: construction overhead; 
service contracts, such as seeding; and railway level-crossing pro- 
tection. Some of these items are further explained below. 


Construction Overhead 


This consists of salaries of certain regional and district per- 
sonnel (engineering supervisors and staff) whose services cannot be 
readily allocated to a particular contract or work project. 


Railway Level-Crossing Protection 


This consists of the installation of automatic signal protection, 
or the modernization of existing signal protection, at Highway-Rail- 
way level crossings. 


URBAN EXPRESSWAYS 


This refers to projects undertaken to construct freeway-type 
facilities through urban municipalities to provide efficient movement 
of local internal trafficand of through highway traffic. Costs of con- 
struction and maintenance are shared by the Province of Ontario and 
the Municipality. 


REPAVING PRESENT ROADS 


This work consists ofresurfacing existing highways which do not 
require major reconstruction. 


During the 1973-74 fiscal year it is proposed to award contracts 
for approximately 156 miles ofrepaving. The totalestimated expend- 
iture for this type of work is $7.0 million. 


E. C. ROW EXPRESSWAY 


During the 1972 fiscal year work progressed on the second 
stage of construction of the E. C. Row Expressway. The contract 
includedthe grading, drainage, granular base, paving and structures 
from 0.4 miles east of Howard Avenue westerly. Completion is 
expected in the summer of 1973. This 1.2 mile section, constructed 
under two contracts has a total value of 9.2 million dollars. 


This fiscal year it is proposed to awarda contract for grading, 
drainage, granular base, paving and structures from 0.4 miles east 
of Howard Avenue easterly 2.0 miles. The value of this work is 
estimated at 10.1 million dollars. 


The expressway is being constructed under a cost-sharing 


agreement between the Ministry of Transportation and Communications 
and the City of Windsor. 


WINDSOR 
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NEW HIGHWAY 40 


During the 1972 fiscalyear, the first grading contract for a new 
highway from Sarniato Highway 40at Wallaceburgwas awarded. This 
work included grading and drainage for 8.1 miles from the Sarnia 
Bypass southerly to Highway 80. Included in the contract were four 
associated structures. The value of the work is estimated at 1.6 
million dollars. The contract is expected to be completed in the 
summer of 1973. 


This fiscal year it is proposed to award a granular base and 
paving contract for the above section of New Highway 40. Included 
with this work will be grading, drainage, granular base, and paving 
of 2.7 miles on Churchill Road from 0.4 miles east of Indian Road 
westerly to New Highway 40. The valueof this newworkis estimated 
at 5.0 million dollars. 


77,/POINT EDWARD 
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HIGHWAY 402 


The first contract for the extensionof Highway 402 from Sarnia 
to London was awarded in the winter of 1972. The contract included 
grading and drainage from 0.6 miles east of County Road 21 easterly 
to Highway 7, a distance of 7.5 miles and two associated structures. 
The work is expected to be completed in the summer of 1974 at an 
estimated cost of 2.8 million dollars. 


This fiscal year it is proposed to award a contract for grading 
and drainage from 0.6 miles west of County Road 26 easterly to 0.6 
miles east of County Road 21, adistanceof7.0miles. Five associated 
structures are included with the contract. 


The value of this new work is estimated at 3.3 milliondollars. 
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ST. THOMAS EXPRESSWAY 


During the 1973 fiscal year it is proposed to award a contract 
for structures, grading and pavingat First Avenue, Burwell Road and 
Balaclava Streetin the City of St. Thomas. Also proposed for award 
within the 1973 fiscal year is a contract for the C.N.R. Subway in 
St. Thomas and a clearing contract from St. Thomas East Limits 
westerly to Highway 4. The value of the new work is estimated at 
2.0 million dollars. 

The in - City alignment of the expressway will be constructed 
under a cost-sharing agreement betweenthe Ministry of Transportation 


and Communications and the City of St. Thomas.

HANLON EXPRESSWAY 


The first section of the Hanlon Expressway from Waterloo 
Avenue southerly to Stone Road was opened to traffic in June 1972. 


During the 1972 fiscal yeara contractwas awardedfor grading, 
drainage, granular base and paving from Stone Road southerly to 
Clair Road, a distance of 2.6 miles. This contract included twin 
structures at Hanlon Creek. This work is scheduled for completion 
in the fall of 1973 at an estimated cost of 1.1 million dollars. 


This fiscal year it is proposed to award a contract for grading, 
drainage, granular base and paving on Highway 6 New, a connection 
from the Hanlon Expressway to Highway 401. This contract will 
include a structure at Highway 401 anda special design culvert 
extension at Aberfoyle Creek. 


The value of the new work is estimated at 3.0 million dollars. 
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QUEEN ELIZABETH WAY 
ROYAL YORK ROAD TO HUMBER RIVER 

The 1972 fiscal year saw the award of the final major contract 
in the widening program of the Queen Elizabeth Way, between Toronto 
and Hamilton. This contract, which is scheduled for completion in 
the Fall of 1974, includes: widening of the highway to eight lanes 
between Royal York Road and the Humber River, a distance of 1.6 
miles and nine associated structures. The estimated cost of this 


work is in excess of thirteen million dollars.

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QUEEN ELIZABETH WAY - HAMILTON TO FORT ERIE 


The rehabilitation of the Queen Elizabeth Way between Hamilton 
and Fort Erie continued through the 1972 fiscal year, with the award 
of contracts having an estimated value of eighteen million dollars. 

Between Hamilton and Niagara Falls, contracts were awarded 
which included the construction of nine bridges and 3.9 miles of 
service roads in the Grimsby area. During the current fiscal year, 
it is expected that a contract will be awarded for replacement of the 
Stoney Creek Traffic Circle with a modern interchange at anestimated 
cost of 4.9 million dollars. 

On the Niagara Falls to Fort Erie section of the highway, con- 
tracts were awarded for construction of interchanges and service 
roads at Mountain Road, Sodom Road, and Thompson Road. During 
the 1973 fiscal year, the Ministry proposes to award contracts for 
construction of interchanges at Lyons Creek Road, 4.3 miles south 
of Highway 20, and at Gilmore Road in Fort Erie. These contracts 
will include a total of four structures, plus service roads. 


The estimated cost of this new work is three million dollars. 
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HIGHWAY 416 - OTTAWA TO MACDONALD-CARTIER FREEWAY 


The construction of this 
new facility began in 1967.

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HIGHWAY 417 - WEST OF OTTAWA 

The constructionof this new facility beganin 1967. The section 
from Ottawa Queensway westerly to Former County Road 9 has been 
completed. 

This fiscal year it is proposed to continue construction with the 
award of a grading and drainage contract from Former County Road 
9 westerly 4.5 miles including two structures over the Carp River, 
one at Regional Road 5, and an interchange at Goulbourn Road. 

A contractfor grading, drainage, granular base and paving will 
be awardedthis year for the relocationof Former County Road 9 from 
Highway 417 northerly 1.8 miles to 0.2 miles southof C.N.R. cross- 
ing. Also included will be placement ofapproach fills for future High- 
way 417and Former County Road 9 Interchange structure and ramps. 


Thevalue of this new work is estimated at 3.4 million dollars. 
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HIGHWAY 417 - OTTAWA TO QUEBEC BOUNDARY 


The construction of this new facility began in 1968. Last fall 
the first completed sections, Ramsayville to Vars, 9.5 miles and the 
new two lanes from the Quebec Boundary westerly, 6.0 miles were 
opened to traffic. 


During the 1972 fiscal year two contracts for grading, drainage, 
granular base and associated structures were awarded from Highway 
34 easterly, 11.4 miles to Highway 17. Two more contracts for 
granular base, paving and associated structures were awarded from 
Ottawa - Carleton Regional Road 8 easterly 17.4 miles to east of 
Russell County Road 7. Three contracts for paving and associated 
structures were awarded from 0.9 miles east of Russell County Road 
7 easterly 23.7 miles to Highway 34. 


This fiscal year it is proposedto award twocontracts for paving 
and associated structures from Highway 34 easterly 11.4 miles to 
Highway 17. 


It is also planned to begin construction this fiscal year on the 
connection from Ramsayville into Ottawa. Three contracts are pro- 
posed for grading, drainage, granular base, paving and structures 
from Ramsayville to the Ottawa Queensway. 


The value of this new work is estimated at 18. 9 million dollars. 


ORLEANS 


TOBERMORY TO SOUTH BAYMOUTH FERRY 


This fiscal year improvements to the Tobermory and South 
Baymouth Ferry Terminals are expected to begin. The workinvolves 
approach roads, parking areas, terminal buildings, service facilities, 
dock construction, and dredging. The cost of the work is estimated 
at 6.2 million dollars. 

The contract for a new ferry with a capacity for 113 cars was 
awarded during the 1972-73 fiscal year. The expected completion date 


is 1974. The value of the contract is 8.2 million dollars. 
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SUDBURY SOUTHWEST BYPASS 


A contracthas beenawarded forthe constructionof a new route 
for the Trans Canada Highway from Highway 69, south of Sudbury, 
westerly to Highway 17eastof Lively. This route is being constructed 
to ease the traffic congestion in the City of Sudbury. The work con- 
sists of 8.1 miles of grading, paving andone newstructure. The total 
value is $3, 850,000 and is expected to be completed in the late fall 


of 1974. 
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TORONTO - GEORGETOWN COMMUTER RAIL PROJECT 


A limited GO Transit commuter rail service is planned for 
implementation this fiscal year between Toronto and Georgetown. 


Stations will be constructed at Georgetown, Brampton, Bramalea, 
Malton and Weston with car parking facilities. A sixth station will be 
located at Bloor Street with no provision for parking. 


Canadian National Railways, under a specialagreement with the 
Ministry of Transportation and Communications, will construct the 
necessary railway plant for this service including track, structures, 


Signals and station platforms. 
Two highway structure projects are proposed this fiscal year to 


accommodate the service, namely the Highway 27 -C.N.R. Subway 
1.2 miles north of Dixon Road and Goreway Drive - C.N.R. Subway 


west of Highway 427. 


The total value of this work is estimated at 7.1 million dollars 
of which 6.1 million is allotted for this year. 
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INTERMEDIATE CAPACITY TRANSIT SYSiEN 


The automobile has unquestionably brought social and commer- 
cial benefits to our cities; however, recognition of the adverse social 
and environmental effects of the automobile on the quality of urban 
life has renewed interest in public transportation. 


Conventional transit systems cannot compete with the automobile 
for comfort and convenience and therefore lack user appeal. Subways, 
capable of swift movement of large numbers, could be an answer, 
but the high initial cost of extensive subway networks would be pro- 
hibitive. Bus service, which tends to slower movement of smaller 
numbers, is typical of transit inconvenience in most respects. 


The ideal system seems to lie somewhere between the subway 
and the bus in terms of capacity and cost, but would compare favour - 
able to the subway in other respects. Several such systems are in 
various stages of development. A new Office of the Ministry has been 
established to evaluate such systems, and their potential for service 
in the large urban areas of Ontario. 


Current activities of the new Office will culminate in a demon- 
stration service at the Canadian National Exhibition.The first contract 


for that test project is included in our proposed construction program 
for 1973-74. 


MAINTENANCE CAPITAL PROJECTS 


The total value of the 1973/74 program is $6.6 million, with 
an expected expenditure of $6,100, 000.

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ROADSIDE HAZARD REMOVAL PROGRAM 


This Ministry has a programto remove roadside hazards from 
Ontario's Highways. The main thrust of the programto datehas been 
directed at the more obvious hazards such as removal of trees too 
close to the travelled portion of the roadway; protection of bridge 
parapet walls, bridge piers and abutments; and removal or protection 
of various types of light and utility poles. 


A major portionof this work is being carried out by day labour 
forces while the remainder is being accomplished at the time of 
reconstruction. 


Fitch Inertial Barriers are being installed at numerous locations 
where the removal of the hazard is impractical or impossible. For 
very large fixed objects, such as the parapet walls of twinstructures 
in the median of multi-lane divided highways, empty 45 gallon paint 
drums are assembled in front of the hazard to form a very effective 
and inexpensive crash cushion. . 


Another example of an effective life-saving device is the steel 
sign supports on the large ground-mounted signs recently installed 
on Highway 400. If struck by an errant vehicle, these supports yield 
at their base and swing up and over the impacting vehicle. 


In future years, it is intendedto consider protectionor removal 
of such hazards as steep side-slopes, ditches, rock outcrops, high 
curbs and deep gutters, as well as other potentially dangerous road- 
Side ObIJECTS. 


Although nearly all vehicle accidents can be attributed to driver 
error, with some caused by defective vehicles, the Ministry is making 
every effort to minimize the injuries and deaths resulting from vehicles 
leaving the travelled portion of Ontario's Highways.
